WHAT'S ON 


ANGTHONG 





LOCATED 20 km northwest of Koh 
Samui, the Ang Thong Islands National 
Marine Park is popular for its fascinat- 
ing beaches, caves and coral forma- 
tions. Comprising over 40 islands, some 
oddly shaped, it is abundant in marine 
resources and stunning for its limestone 
cliffs and hidden lagoons. 


The largest island in the group is 
Wua Ta Lap, site of the park office and 
the Tham Bua Bok cave, visited for its 
spectacular stalactites and stalagmites. 
Another popular island in the group, Mae 
Ko, is known for its pristine beach and 
emerald saltwater lake. 


The national park does not allow 
a night stay. And one has to join a tour 
group to visit the place. 


NA MUANG WATERFALLS

A SHORT drive from Nathon Town will 
bring you to the first of a pair of waterfalls. 
The first cascade, almost 20 meters high, 
can be reached by car up an unpaved 
road. The second, the tallest at 80 meters, 
can be reached through a half-hour uphill 
trek. 
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THE BIG BUDDHA 





LOCATED on the northern coast of 

the island, this 17-meter-tall statue is a 
popular shrine and meditation center. The 
gaudy bazaar within the temple grounds 
offers souvenirs — everything from 
T-shirts and hats to protective amulets. 


BUDDHA FOOTPRINTS 





ANOTHER revered site on the island, 
the Buddha Footprints is a bit tough to 
reach. There are no big signs posted and 
so finding this attraction will be part of the 
adventure. Take Route 4170 and turn to 
the road leading to the Butterfly Garden. 
Go up the concrete slope on the left. The 
Buddha Footprints are on a hilltop shrine 
which you can reach after negotiating a 
total of 163 steps. You should find four 
footprints engraved one on top of the 
other. The view up there is breathtaking. 


PICTURESQUE KOH PHA-NGAN 


JUST 20 km. north of Koh Samui and a 
short boat trip away, Koh Pha-ngan is a 
mountainous island ringed by 18 secluded 
bays that offer ideal getaways. 


Many of its beautiful beaches are 
accessible only by boat, though pick-up 
trucks and motorbikes also ply the island's 
rough roads. Its most famous beach is Hat 
Rin, in the southest corner of the island, 
which is the location for the world-famous 
full moon parties. 











KOH NANG YUAN 


A GROUP of three little virgin islands, Koh 
Nang Yuan is close to the northern side 
of Koh Tao. The three islands are joined 
together by a three-way stretch of pure 
white beach. The waters around it offers 
excellent diving and snorkeling because 
of their wide variety of coral formations 
and marine fauna. Accommodation and 
facilities are available on the island group. 
A daily daily boat service from Koh Tao is 
available. 


SAMUI AQUARIUM AND | 
TIGER ZOO 


A SHOWCASE for local fish species, in- 
cluding grouper and sharks. Also featured 
are tigers, leopards hornbills, seahawks, 
parrots and offers. Located at Ban Harn 
Beach in South Lamai, the resort, where 
it is tucked, is 30 minutes from the airport 
and 15 minutes from the pier or down- 
town. 


HIN TA-HIN YAI 


MEANING “Grandfather and Grand- 
mother Rocks”, these unusual rock 
formations, named for their similarity to 
male and female sexual organs, can 
be found at the south end of Lamai 
beach, and are among Samui's most 
photographed attractions.

The тһа eat something 
special during Songkran -- in 
fact for the whole hot summer. 
They call it khao chae. 

What makes it special is its 
unigue flavor. The rice (khao) in 
this dish is soaked (chae) in cold 
water scented by jasmine petals, 
which gives it a distinct flavor. 


The rice is first half-cooked 
and the grains separated before 
being placed under running 
water to remove excess 
starch. It is then set aside in 
acontainer filled with water 
made fragrant by a 
chammanad flower and a 
scented candle. Afterwards, 


the rice is wrapped in cheesecloth 
and steamed over boiling water. 


Before being served in a bowl, it is 
topped with crushed ice. Khao chae 
is usually accompanied by a number 
of side dishes. 

Among them are fried and 
seasoned meat balls, fermented 
shrimp paste balls, deep fried shallots 
stuffed with fish and slivers of 
krachai (an aromatic 
rhizome), 
















shredded salted beef with palm 
sugar, Chinese radish fried with 
egg, salted fish, shredded Chinese 
parsnip with raw mango, cucumber, 
white ginger and spring onions, 
and chili peppers stuffed with 
seasoned minced pork and 
wrapped in thin sheets of fried egg 
white.

THE ROAD SCENE.

ongkran is celebrated nationwide from April 13-15. And although the festival is a 
time to reflect on life's blessings and to pay respect to elders, in Thailand it is more 
associated with water throwing. 

During this time of the year, families gather in their hometowns and make merit to- 
gether. By doing so, they mark the end of the old year and welcome the incoming one. 
The word Songkran actually means “to move” or “change places." The three official 
days of the festival represent the last day of the old year, the transition day and the first 
day of the New Year. 

On the first day, people “send off" the past year by holding several activities. Houses 
are cleaned thoroughly, while Buddha images and statues are bathed in scented water. 
Parades are staged in every town and Buddha images are carried to temples. 

The second day sees families making merit with monks in the morning and usher- 
ing the arrival of the new year in the evening by splashing scented water on each other. 
It is believed the water will help remove bad luck. But today, this practice has evolved 
into a spirited competition of throwing huge amounts of water at one another. 

On the last day, people pay homage to ancestors, seek forgiveness and blessings 
from elders by sprinkling water on them 

Tourists should expect to be targeted by children and teens on the sidewalks, all of 
whom are armed with water guns and drums of water. Others hide in trucks and pick 
ups and are waiting to dump buckets of water to the unsuspecting. Take everything in 
stride and try to participate in the water throwing itself. Best of all, have fun.

The 
dream was to create and be able to maintain 
the world's best ice bar," Scott explains. 
Although the concept of the ice bar is not 
new itis the only ice bar located on a tropical 
island, and it is also the only ice bar to be 
themed. "We wanted to create the complete 





experience of part ice bar, part museum 
Much emphasis was also placed on lighting 
and thanks to lighting designers in the UK 
our customers are treated to magical lighting 
scenarios, colour changes and moods." 


Scott is quick to give credit to the many 
people involved in making the whole thing 
possible. “Obviously to create something like 
this you need good people working along- 
side you. There is so much that can go 
wrong particularly when importing from so 
many different countries, “a lot of pressure 
was placed on all our sub contractors. Being 
on a small island, finding the support and 
infrastructure for such a project is extremely 
challenging. Importing forty tons of ice all the 
way from Canada to Thailand had never 
been done before. Doing something different 
leads you into unknown territory and can 
often lead to delays; but all our sub contrac- 
tors performed superbly, and we actually 
opened on schedule, despite the global 
logistical challenges.”

Since its discovery by tourists 
in the 70s, Koh Samui has enjoyed 
the reputation of being a 
guintessential tropical paradise. 
Many agree that it is the perfect 
place to unwind and laze away. 

Besides the coconut fringed 
beaches, the herbal saunas, and the 
massage centers, Samui offers some 
of the best activities for tourists, 
including scuba diving. 





Indeed, Koh Samui is a great 
base to earn your open-water scuba 
certification, though the island isn’t 
particularly recommended for 
veterans planning a diving holiday. 
It does have some patches of nice 


coral reefs, but other islands in the 
area offer more. 


Underwater visibility and coral 
cover off the western and northern 
sides of Samui are reduced by 
sediments from coastal runoff. 


The east coast, off Chaweng and 
Lamai for example, is better. This is a 
suitable site for instructions for 
shore-based night dives. But local 
operators go farther afield for dive 
cruises. 


Koh Pangan, only an hour by boat 
from Samui, has some good reefs for 
snorkeling. The northernmost islands 
of Ang Thong offer some good diving 
though visibility may be uncertain 


due to run-off sediments from the 
large river to the west. 


One popular daytrip destination 
from Samui is Hin Bai, or Sail Rock, 
a rock pinnacle about eight miles 
north of Koh Pha-Ngan and 11 
miles southeast of Koh Tao. Here, 
visibility is often good and the 
aquatic life interesting. 

But Koh Tao probably offers the 
best dive in the Gulf. Located about 
41 miles off Samui, (some four-hour 
run north of Samui), Koh Tao’s 
underwater is exceptionally clear 
due to the favorable conditions 
provided by the gulf for coral 
growth.

But here's the phrase to keep in mind — caveat 
emptor. Let the buyer beware, especially when buying 
at night markets, roadside stalls and other bargain- 


hunting places.

Agood number of Asian countries are known for piracy and 
imitation of branded products. Thailand, unfortunately, is one of 
them. Here, some imitation watches, shirts, shoes, among other 
items, look more genuine than the real things. So, if you want the 
genuine ones, buy only from reputable stores and shops which, 
more often than not, also offer proof of value and money-back 
guarantee. The same goes when buying gems and jewelry. 


Handicrafts and porcelains in some so-called “antique” shops 
may look ancient and dateless. But, for all you know, they could 
have been buried in chemicals and tampered with to make them 


So, demand for proof of authenticity. If it's a real McCoy, surely 
the store can provide certificates, proofs or any kinds of papers 
from the Department of Fine Arts or from any other authentication 
agency. Also, do remember that the older the item is, the simpler 
its materials should be. Examine the piece thoroughly. If the seller 
seems concerned that you are scrutinizing too much, chances are 
the merchandise is a fake. 


If you are buying any high-quality merchandise, be aware that 
it comes with a price. Unbelievably low priced-items that sellers

Religious Places 


Things to observe when entering a 
religious place: Some special sections in Thai 
law concern religious offenses. These cover 
Buddhism and other faiths represented in the 
kingdom. Here are some reminders: 

- Dress politely; don't go shirtless or wear 
immodest attire 

- Don't wear shoes inside the chapel of any 
Buddhist temple. 

- Buddhist monks are forbidden to touch or be 
touched by a woman. 

- All Buddha images, large or small, ruined or 
not, are regarded as sacred objects. 

- In a mosque, men should wear hats, while 
women should wear slacks or long skirts, a 
long-sleeved blouse buttoned to the neck, and 
a scarf over the hair.

Social Norms 

Thais don't normally shake hands 
when they greet one another, but instead 
press the palms together in a prayer-like 
gesture called a wai. In greeting, Thais will say 
Sawadee Krap if a male or Sawadee Kha if 
female simultaneously with the wai. This is also 
used for saying goodbye. When saying "thank 
you" they will sometimes perform the wai with 
or without saying Kob Khun. The younger, or 
the lower-ranking person, should be the one to 
make the wai first. H 


Other Dos and don'ts 


* Thais believe the head is the most 
sacred part of the body. Thus, refrain 
from touching the head. 
* The feet are considered the lowest part of the 
body; don't rest your feet, or put your shoes, оп a 
table and don't point your feet to anyone's direction. 


* Thais have their highest regard about their 
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religion, so don't wear immodest attire at a 
temple, don't climb Buddha images, and always 
remove your shoes before entering a temple. 


• Displays of affection between sexes in public 
places are a no-no. Don't sunbathe topless. 


* Thais are quite respectful of Westerners 
and some may try their English on you. Don't 
be offended by questions about your age, 
salary and marital status; they don't mean to 
be intrusive. 


* "Sanuk" is a Thai word describing every thing 
that is fun, enjoyable and gives pleasure. This 
is often combined with the phrase "mai pen 
rai" (never mind). 


* Keep your voice at a moderate level always. 
Never shout or speak loudly as Thais are usu- 
ally very quiet, polite people and they regard 
a loud voice as ill-mannered. H

; Money Exchange/ 
ATM/Credit Card 


It may be best to not bother to carry too 

much money into Thailand, or even carry on 
you while travelling around within Thailand, 
because you can get Thai baht from the ATM 
machines using your major credit card, even 
in many small towns around Thailand. The 
exchange rate is automatic and roughly as 
good as you'll find. MasterCard and Visa are 
most commonly accepted, but other kinds of 
major credit cards are commonly accepted as 
well. Some carry a sizeable surcharge per 
withdrawal, e.g., $1, so check with your credit 
card company beforehand if this is bothersome 
to you. 


There are also Currency Exchange outlets, 


particularly in tourist areas. These are especial- 
ly useful if you forget your PIN number or if you 
can't find a working ATM's near you which will 
accept your particular card for some reason. 
You will need your passport. 

If you lose your credit card or have other 


problems, you can reach the credit card com- 
panies in Bangkok at the following numbers.

Of course, doing drug-related 
activities in Thailand is illegal. What you may 
not know is that the drug laws here are very 
strict and with harsh penalties. A foreigner in 
possession of a small amount of marijuana 
might be lucky to be let off with a fine, but any 
other illegal drugs will probably put you into jail 
with a fine. 


Drug trafficking can land you in jail for the 
rest of your life. Be careful of your posses- 
sions, especially when traveling. Do not carry 
any item for anyone, even for a favor, because 
they could have drugs hidden inside, and they 
could be using you as an unwitting drugs traf- 
ficker taking all the risk. 


If someone wants to send something to 
another country, then they should use a courier 
service such as DHL (international) or EMS 
(domestic). Lock your luggage when not in 
use. Do not leave strangers with your luggage. 

Be careful who you travel with. H 





Tipping 
Among Thais, tipping is not practiced except 
perhaps leaving the loose change from a 
restaurant bill or rounding the taxi fair up to an 
even number. Depending on the service, 0-40 
baht should be fine. 


There is no reason to give a tip at all in 
an establishment that has a service charge, as 
that is supposed to be the tip. 


While some local Thais who deal with 
foreigners hint or even ask for a tip, this is 
not a Thai culture, in fact, it is rude. The best 
thing to do in this situation is to smile and 
ignore it. H 


с» МАТ refund 


Most Thai goods include а 7 percent 
sales tax called VAT (Value Added Tax), which 
can be refunded to tourists. Tourists who buy 
goods from stores displaying a “Vat Refund for 
Tourists” sign will be able to claim VAT refund 
when leaving Thailand from an international 
airport. On the day of purchase, present your 
passport and ask the sales assistant at the 
store to complete the VAT Refund Application 
for Tourists form (P.P.10) and attach the original 
tax invoices to the form 


Each application form must show a value 
of goods of Bt2,000 or more. Before departure 
at the airport, present the items and the PP10 
to customs officers for inspection before 
check-in. Luxury goods, such as jewelry, 
gold ornaments, watch, glasses and pen are 
inspected by the revenue officers at the VAT 
refund office at the departure lounge after 
passport control. 


You can either present your claim to the 
revenue officers at the VAT refund counter 
or mail it back to the Revenue Department of 
Thailand or drop it into the box in front of the 
VAT Refund office. VAT refund only applies to 
goods taken out of Thailand with the traveler 
within 60 days from the date of purchase. 


Goods must cost at least Bt5,000 including VAT 
and must have been bought from each sup- 
plier at the amount of at least Bt2,000 per day. 


Refund amount not exceeding Bt30,000 will 
be made in cash (baht) or by bank draft or as 
credit to your credit card account. Refund amount 
exceeding Bt30,000 will be made by bank draft or 
credit to your credit card account. A government 
fee of Bt100 plus any bank charge or postage fee 
(if any) applies to a tax refund
